GEN. ABE’S POLICY 
Oct, 18. 

‘One of the most gratifying statements 
which have recently been made by Japanese 
statesmon is that_made by the Japanese 
Prime Minister, General Nobuyuki Abe, to 
the press on October 15, Moderate in’ its 
outlook, it indieates that he is facing the 
realities of the situation, and desires to bring 
about a better atmosphere than has existed 
in the Far East for a considerable time past, 
and while it may not be described as an ad~ 
vanee towards those third party. neutrals in 
the China conilict, whose relations with 
Japan as a result have not been of the hap- 
piest, it is clear that he leaves the door open. 
for readjustments which should serve tu do 
away with existing misunderstandings. Dis- 
‘cussing various domestic and foreign prob- 
tems with the Press, General Abe declared 
that the new régime in the occupied parts of 
China would have to be powerful so that 
it might bo able to execute the new prin- 
ciples for the establishment of a new order 
in Asia, “but because such a Government 
is strong and is pro-Japanese, f do not think 
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that it*should be anti-foreign.” He went 
on to say that the new Government should 
seck to carry out its mission with complete 
impartiality, looking carefully into all situa~ 
ions. This declaration is all the more wel- 
‘come because of what has ‘been happening 
in Japanese-oceupied China during the past 
few months, it represents a complete 
change from ‘the policy which up to the 
Present has been followed. It will be re- 
membered that around the time of the com- 
mencement of the Tientsin incident strenu- 
‘ous endeavours were made to inspire an anti- 
British movement by Chinese organizations, 
which could have been restrained at any time 
the Japanese authorities desired. It grew to 
somewhat serious proportions, and at the 
breakdown of the Tokyo conference gave 
some cause for anxiety. The severe rebuft 
which the Japanese Government received in 
the German betrayal of the Anti-Comintern 
Pact brough about a modification of the 
agitation, which, however, did not die out 
completely. In ‘recent weeks there have 
been some signs of recrudescence, without 
‘anything to suggest that it will attain the 
Same proportions, or that the Japanese ofM- 
cials in China are as completely behind it 
‘as originally they were. 

It is to be hoped that the declaration of 
General Ate will have the effect of prevent- 
ing its spread, and ultimately Iead to its 
suppression, and that the wrongs which have 
‘been done to British interests—and not only 
British,—will be speedily righted. If that is 
done nothing but good can possibly ensue, 
not only to the British and other third-party 
neutrals, but to Japan itself, There was a 
time when it looked as if Japan were about 
to go out into the wilderness by a closer 
adhesion to the Rome-Berlin Axis. The 
weakness of that elaboration “has been 
clearly demonstrated by the defection of Herr 
Hitler and his submission to the Soviet, and 
while Japan had not progressed very far into 
the isolation which he planned, there was a 
possibility that it would do so. Fortunately 
Tokyo was not too deeply committed, and 
the Japanese Government now have ’it in 
thelr power to bring about better relation- 
ships with those nations which had viewed 
her former policies with more than a little 
concern. ‘That fact is recognized by General 
Abe, who apparently fully understands that it 
does not require any very drastic change 
of policy to bring about a better state of 
affairs in the Far East than has hitherto 
existed. The suppression of anti-foreign 
| movements in China would be the best augury 
for a general betterment of the situation, 
would remove at least one of the causes of 
present irritations, and would permit of fur- 
ther and friendlier negotiations between 
Japan and the neutral Powers for the better 
preservation of their rights and interests in 
this country. Taking a perfectly realistic 
view of the present situation, it is obvious 
that the relations between the Japanese and 
other foreigners in China must ultimately 
bbe based upon some sort of compromise un- 
less matters are to deteriorate, and com- 
promises can only be reached in a state of 
friendly understanding. ‘That understanding, 
however, has to be mutual, and it cannot be 
that if the existence of anti-Foreign move- 
ments—even if at the moment it is only 
anti-British—is permitted to continue. 

‘The adoption of the views expressed by 
General Abe, and their execution by the 
Japanese officials in China can have nothing 
but a beneficial effect. ‘Thus a real desire 
to come to some sort of settlement in the 
local outside roads question can only be 
‘achieved by the eradication of that xenophobia 
which is largely responsible for many mis- 
understandings. It was for that reason that 
the “North-China Daily News” suggested a 
few days ago that it would be a gracious 
thing to do for the Japanese authorities to 
take a hand in endeavouring to bring about 
fan amicable settlement of the outside roads 
issue. Tt must be emphasized that they are 
in fact the bridge between the Chinese 
authorities they have set up, and the foreign 
communities. ‘Their interest in the settle- 
‘ment of this thorny question is just as great 
‘as that of any other nationality concerned in 
the welfare of the International Settlement 
and the administration beyond its border. 
That welfare can only be assured by the 
restoration of friendly relations between the 
various administrations, and in bringing that 
about the Japanese can play a part which 
is logically theirs, and one in which they 
are the most likely to succeed. It would be 
an outstanding success for local Japanese 
diplomacy if it were to suecced in adjusting 
the various issues between the local Chinese 
‘administration and the foreign communi 
and it should not prove too difficult for it to 
do so, On the other hand it would be as 
well for the Powers concerned to see that 
[any such policy as General Abe adumbrates 
is ‘met in the spirit which it demands. In 
an atmosphere of reciprocity it is more than 
probable that a lasting adjustment of various 
issues might be effected and the general 
conditions rendered more comfortable than 
they are at present for everybody concerned. 
For a consummation of such desires as these 
third-party neutrals look to Japan as. the 
only agent by which it can be brought about. 
General Abe's declaration is consequently 
welcomed as a most important pronounce 
ment, and the foreign communities in China 
will look forward to the achievement of such 
a policy as being the best for everyone all 
round. 






































THE WAR OF WORDS 
Oct, 19. 

In this war, like the last, five campaigns 
are being fought, the first on land, the 
second on the sea, the third under the sea, 
the fourth in the’air, and the fifth over 
every possible means of communication 
known to man. With regard to the first 
four the situation is entirely satisfactory 
to the Allies, though there will naturally be 
some question regarding the sinking of 
Royal Oak at Scapa Flow, for while it 
might have been possible to penetrate the 
anchorage, as one message suggests by fol- 
lowing in’ the wake of a British ship, the 
‘question naturally arises as to how’ the 
enemy submarine succeded in getting out 
‘again without a similar guide. But it is the 
propaganda campaign with which this article 
is concerned. In this department the Ger- 
mans are showing a great deal of activi! 
and certainly, up to the present, have con- 
trol of the initiative. ‘The difference between 
the presentation of claims by the Allies and 
the Germans is characteristic of the two 
sides. In the case of the former guarded 
allegations of success are made, while in 
the latter any old story is good so long as 
it praises Germany's feats at arms, Cases 
might be quoted in demonstration of the 
point. When shortly after the outbreak of 
the war British aeroplanes raided the Ger- 
‘man fleet at Wilhelmshaven the British Ad- 
miralty claimed that certain damage was 
done to a German pocket battleship, based 
not on the man who dropped the bomb, but 
‘on the statements of the pilot of the vessel 
following him. It was the feat of one 
‘man testified to by another, and it is in~ 
teresting to note that, while the British Ad- 
miralty merely claimed that a pocket battle 
ship had been hit, the German Government 
came out with a denial that the Gneisenau 
had been harmed. ‘That vessel is not the 
only pocket battleship; the inference to be 
drawn from the denial is obvious, and one 
which corroborates the story of the airman 
who gave evidence of the success of his 
colleague. Similarly, Allied reports of the 
sinking of German ‘submarines are equally 
guarded. In some instances the under- 
water vessel has been forced to the surface 
and its destruction plain for all men to 
See; in many others submarines have been 
depth-bombed in circumstances in which it 
could mot be reasonably expected that the 
vessel attacked could possibly survive. 

‘The existence of the peradventure of a 
doubt, the desire to give the German naval 
command as little information as possible 
necessitates this reticence, but the fact of 
the substantial reduction in the mortality 
amongst Allied merchant ships is sunicient 
proof that very considerable damage has 
been done to the German U-boat fleet, 
British losses have been announced with 
complete candour. Military reasons may 
at times require "that the announcements 
should be withheld for a time, but up to 
the present they have been made with a 
prompiness which suggests that all the 
probabilities of the Allied versions being 
correct must be awarded them, The loss of 
Courageous and Royal Oak was in each case 
announced promptly. There was no neces- 
sity for withholding trom the British people 
the damage which had thus been sustained, 
simply because the British are a people who 
can take a reverse, and because there is 
the completest confidence existing between 
‘he Government and the poople. It is not 
the same in Germany. Herr Hitler's very 
existence depends upon the maintenance on 
his people in a fairyland of alleged re- 
peated success. The sinking of Couraye- 
us was not enough. Successes have to 
come fast and frequent for Herr Hitler 














fact, they must at least be scored in fiction, 
ind it must be admitted that in flction Herr 
Hitler is winning all along the line. Con- 
sequen'ly Ark Royal has to be destroyed 
over the German radio and in the German 
Press. If it were not Ark Royal, then it 
has to be Glorious; if not her, why not 
Furious? The sinking of Royal Oak was 
not sufficient. Why not, like the generous 
butcher, put the thumb’ on the seales and 
throw in Repulse for extra’ weight? Indeed 
the rate at which German subuiirines, und 
acroplanes are alleged in German fiction to 
be destroying British war vessels is such 
that at the present rate the British capital 
ships on the seas at the moment will be 
destroyed within the course of a week of 
0, ‘Then will come the strain on the Ger- 
man propaganda organ. With no. more 
British flcet—because it will have ‘been 
| wiped out by the facile minds, which aecept 
the doctrine that it is only necessary to lie 
enough to have the lie accepted,—what will 
it do to explain the continuance of the wat’? 

The fact of the matter is that German 
propaganda is making German warfare 
mutch: too successful. It cannot help itself. 
It was able to satiate the people with 
tories in Poland, with the assistance 
Germany's Communistie colleague, M. Stall 
and a tempo has been set which ‘simply’ ha 
to be maintained. It is very much the 
case of a success a day keeping dictatorial 
downfall at bay. At the present rate of the 
German propaganda campaign this war 
should be ended within a very few weeks 
fat the utmost. ‘That is surely what the 
{German populace confined within the limits

paganda. Outside Germany. it deludes no 
one; there are foo many neutral news 
agencies watching this war for the truth 
to be long hidden, Censorship itself cannot 
suppress ‘the truth for all time, as x= 
perience has proved times out of ‘number, 
and while the German Government ean 
prevent its people arriving at a realization 
of the facts for the time being, even it can- 
not prevent the drawing of the only pos- 
sible deductions from the fact that despite 
all these alleged successes, and those which 
may be untruthfully claimed in the future, 
an early end will not have been put to the 
war. German propaganda abroad deceives 
‘no one} so many cross-checks exist; at home 





it is leading the German people’ in the 
direction of a mirage, and when that 
phantasy fades away,’ what then will 
happen ? 





A COMPARISON 
Oct, 20, 

‘Memories are proverbially short, and, be~ 
cause of that fact, the German propaganda 
machine is hoping to secure some sort of 
moral effect upon the minds of the Allies by. 
making much of their prowess against the 
British Navy, the sinking of the Courageous 
and the Royal Oak, and the completely un- 
truthful claims to other, and bigger successes, 
‘The loss of those two ‘vessels is undeniably 
serious, but neither disastrous nor catastroph- 
Jc. Both of them were old ships, one a 
‘cruiser converted into an. aircraft’ carrier, 
and Royal Oak a reconditioned ship which 
‘saw service in the last war, and would prob- 
ably have gone to the yards in a short 
while had not war broken out. It must be 
borne in mind that no modern vessel has as 
yet been lost, and that the Grand Fleet, con- 
Sisting of the latest vessels, to which two 
new battleships will shortly be added as 
well as other craft, is still in being and un- 
damaged. Some ctiticism has been levelled 
ayainst the British naval command because 
it was possible for a German submarine to 
enter Scapa Flow and dispose of the Royal 
Oak. The feat was very gallantly and 
skilfully performed, but without attempting 
in any way to minimize that fact, it should 
bbe pointed out that similar feats were per- 
formed by British submarines during the 
last war, and notably by the vessels of the 
E-class "which repeatedly navigated the 
mined, and boomed, restricted waters of the 
Dardanelles doing ‘considerable damage to 
the Turkish shipping in the Bosphorous, feats 
in which the present Admiral Sir Martin E, 
Dunbar-Nasmith v.c., $0 highly distinguished 
himself. ‘There is consequently nothing in 
the performance of the commander of the 
German submarine which was not anticipat- 
ed by British performances almost a quarter 
of a century ago, and to read anything 
particularly ‘significant into the affair is to 
deny the teaching to be derived from the 
history of the last war. ‘That the German 
feat ix spectacular because the submarine 
succeeded in penetrating the base of the 
Grand Ficet is admitted, but itis to be doubt 
ed whether he or others will sueceed in re- 

ing the raid. 

It in necestury, especially in times such as 
these, to do everything possible to keep 
things in their proper perspective. ‘The loss 
of the two British vessels, within six weeks 
of the outbreak of war, undoubtedly docs 
appear, to those who canhot cast their minds 
back to what happened twenty-five years 
ayo, something very alarming. Yet in. the 
first six weeks of the last war no fewer than 
five important British vessels were lost 
through enemy mines or submarines -— 
Amphion, August 5; Pathfinder, Sep'ember 
5; Aboukir, Hogue and Cressy, September 
22, To extend the period a little further 
that formidable tist is swelled by the loss of 
Audacious, Hawke, Formidable, King Ed- 
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the German submarines in 1914 was 30 elfect= 
ive that within three months of the out- 
break of the war the Grand Fleet was forced 
for a time to abandon Scapa Flow, and base 
itself on Lough Swilly, on the north coast 
of Ireland, a very considerable distance away 
from the scene of its major operations, the 
North Sea, Comparing the state of affairs 
now with what they were then it is per- 
feetly clear that those Cassandras and Jeve- 
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flicted much graver wounds upon the British 

navy in the latter months of 1914, than they 
have at present succeeded in doing in 1939. 
In addition to this it has to be borne in mind 
that the Allied action against the German 
submarine ig now much more effective than 
it was then, and though there may be an 
‘occasional recrudescence of activity, there is 
‘every reason to accept the statement of the 
First Lord of the Admiralty that this menace 
is well in hand. 

‘There are other armehair crities who com~ 
plain that the navy is not showing enough 
activity against the German navy. Again 
the experiences of the last war have to be 
recalled. The German fleet is on the de- 
fensive. ‘This is forced upon it by inferior 
strength and unfavourable position. ‘The 
British fleet will not accept the tempting 
offer to go into the Bight to be worn down 
by minelaying and submarine warfare, and 
yet that is the only way to reach the Ger- 
man fleet until it eventually comes out into 
the open, short of by the air. ‘The German 
naval strategy is obviously the same as in 
1914, to seok to reduce the British navy to 
reasonable proportions and when some de- 
gree of balance of strength—the greatly 
desired Krifteausgleich,—has been obtained 
to venture on a decisive battle. ‘The loss of 
Courageous and Royal Oak has done little 
towards bringing about the necessary degree 
of equilibrium. Both are capable of replace~ 
‘ment within a reasonably short space of time, 
and by vessels of the very latest design, 50 
that whatever temporary inconvenience may 
bbe created it is only a passing phase and of 
no very great importance whatever. In this 
connection it is important to note that Great 
Britain has had building since 1987, and 
consequently in a very advanced state of 
completion five battleships, fourteen cruisers, 
twenty-eight destroyers and a number of 
other vessels, ‘The possibility of almost im- 
mediate replacement of any casualties which 
may reasonably be expected in the near 
future is always to be reckoned in endeav- 
uring to assess the effect of successful enemy 
action against the fleet. ‘The year which the 
‘Allies gained since Munich has placed them 
in an exceptionally favourable position, the 
losses inflicted upon their navies are not to 
be compared with what was done in 1914, 
while the submarine warfare against mer- 
enntile shipping has proved a comparative 
failure, These are not times, therefore, for 
lamentation, but rather the preservation of 
‘a quiet confidence in the ultimate result, a 
confidence which should not be shaken by 
anything which has happened up to the 
present. 


THE NELSON TOUCH 
Oct. 21. 

‘The Courageous had been sunk. Lieut. C. 
Lamb, of the Fleet Air Arm, was swimming 
about waiting to be picked up, when a head 
bobbed up at his side, “Charles, this may 
be your opportunity to get married” said a 
voice, “I hope I shall be able to perform 
the ceremony.” It was the chaplain, Capt. 
the Rev. B. G. Beale, ‘The wedding actually 
took place on September 21. The chaplain’s 
wish was not fulflled, however, for, though 
saved too, he was unable to be present. To 
those who cannot understand the British 
character it will come as a surprise that two 
men having just escaped from a catastrophe 
which might have cost them their lives, and 
not yet restored to the safety of solid land, 
should be discussing something entirely dif- 
ferent from the blow which had been struck 
fat them, Here is another tale from the sink- 
ing of the same vessel, told by Stoker Harry 
Fletcher :—"We were ‘heeling over fast. 1 
Jeapt for it. My arm was struck by a rope 
and my shoulder dislocated. T swam about 
in the choppy sea for about two hours using 
only one arm. Another member of the crew 
came near with a lifebelt. He passed it over 
to mo, and swam on. He must have been 
great fellow.” He must be a great fellow, 
another of those unsung heroes in whom the 
spirit of Sir Philip Sidney still lives. Flet= 
chor’s need was greater than his; he handed 
fover the lifebelt and swam on. ‘This may 
seem u strange way of prefacing the state~ 
ment that today is the anniversary of the 
Baile of Trafalgar, that sea action which has 
rung in the cars'of Britons all over the 
world since that day, when Britain's great 
‘est naval commander consecrated his vietory 
for his country with his own life. But the 
two instances are related for the purpose of 
showing that the spirit which animated Nel~ 
son, and those devoted men under him is 
still part and pareel of the make-up of the 
men who have been called upon to fight 
against a new tyranny for a second time in 
this century, ‘Two men in peril themselves 
thought of others. ‘There was that de~ 
tached selflessness, that human kindness 
which rose above immediate danger, leading, 
fone man to think of his comrade’s happiness 
and another to take heed for a fellow's safety. 

‘There was that same degree of selflessness 
in the character of Nelson. It is said that 
his famous signal was to have been worded 
“Nelson confides that every man will do his 
duty." It would have been an inspiration to 
the men whom he loved and who loved him. 
An officer suggested that the word “England” 
should be substitu'ed, and he agreed. with 
the indifference of the’man to whom self and 
country were one at that hour. ‘There is al 
ways one phrase descriptive of Nelson which 




















will remain to history. It has been said of 
him that he could not do the impossible more 
than other men, but that he was only more. 
ready 0 try. . Or, perhaps, here is another 
to the effect that’a captain of a ship could 
never go very far wrong by engaging with 
the enemy. They are all evidence of the 
greatness of the soul encompassed in so 
small a body, of a spirit which has handed 
down traditions, which animate the British 
Navy (oday as never before. They lived in 
the inspirations of Beatty, they exist today 
in the souls of such men as those four with 
the tales of whom this article opens. It 
may not now be possible to place the tele~ 
seope to the blind eye in order to disregard 
instructions, but there is still the same gal~ 
Jantry, the’ same willingness to take risks 
when ‘necessary, and the same readiness to 
keep things in their proper proportion. Nor 
is it to be found alone in the ranks of the 
Navy. The same spirit dominates those 
splendid men of the British mercantile 
‘marine daily risking their lives that the 
needs of Empire in this day of travail shall 
bbe met, and British seafarers wherever they 
are to be found throughout the world may 
‘be depended upon to do their share in bring- 
ing about that victory which the traditions 
of Nelson, if nothing else, demand shall be 
Britain's. 

‘This characteristic which is to be found 
amongst Britain’s seamen is no growth over 
night. It comes down a long genealogical 
tree, from Sir Richard Grenville, Drake, 
Hawkins, Raleigh, Blake and all those brave 
men who founded Britain's sea Empire, to 
‘Nelson who saved it, and thence to the men 
Into whose hands it' is delivered to protect. 
‘With such men as those of the Courageous, 
‘animated by the same fin¢ tradition there 
need be no fear that the Navy will fail 
Britain in this hour. No one for a moment 
will deny the courage and initiative of the 
foe; it would be the height of imprudence 
to do so, but they are faced by men whose 
tradition is the sea, who look back on Nelson 

For he is England; Admiral 

‘TIM the setting of the sun. 
‘There are those who profess to see that sun 
setting, who have entered into this present 
struggle in the belief that a decadent Britain 
‘would be unable to stand up against the on~ 
slaughts to be made upon her. ‘There are 
others, and thank God many of them, who 








realize that Nelson is still England, 
still “Britain's admiral, and that, though 
dead, the command’ which the poet 


hhas conferred upon him is still being ex- 
ereised by his unquenchable spirit. Tradi- 
tions such as those established in the life of 
the man who died this day one-hundred-and~ 
thirty-four years ago cannot easily be for- 
gotten. ‘They will not be, and Britons will 
face the future firm in their trust of such 
men and of the destiny which has been be~ 
queathed to them. For— 
‘All our past proclaims our future: Shake- 
speare's voice and Nelson's hand, 
‘Milton's faith and Wordsworth’s trust in this 
‘our chosen and chainless land, 

Bear ts witness: come the world 
England yet shall stand, 
‘The days, it is true are very different, but 
if courage, endurance, if determination, and 
faith in the justice of a cause mean anything 
the traditions of Nelson have yet many a 
day before they are banished from the world.

A GRAVE BUSINESS 
Oct. 23. 

Of the gravity of the situation in the area 
between the boundary of the International 
Settlement, and the Railway there cannot 
be the slightest doubt after the shooting 
laffrays of Friday evening, and yesterday morn- 
ing, and it is to be noted with considerable 
regret that the position is in great 
danger of rapidly deteriorating. These two 
incidents add to the long list of outrages 
which have occurred since the areas served 
by the outside roads have become a veritable 
alsatia of rogues and criminals, and an 
absolutely intolerable state of affairs has 
been brought about. It is not of particular 
importance at this juncture to seck » to 
establish the guilt of any one party, or a1 
other for what happened on Friday, and 
yesterday. Denials have been made by the 
‘Special Municipality of Shanghai that these 
outrages have been the work of their own 
people, and the guilty are variously de~ 
seribed as bad characters, or even emissaries 
from Chungking operating to prevent any 
settlement of the outside roads question, But 
whoever is responsible the fact still rem: 
that members of the Shanghai Municipal 
Police have been attacked following attempts 
on the part of the police of the Special 
‘Municipality to assert control over roads, 
which have been made, and maintained by 
the Municipal Couneil for a very long time 
past. Nevertheless, until full investigation 
can be made, it appears advisable to suspend 
judgment as'to who is responsible for these 
atest outrages, and instead to endeavour to 
seek some solution of a question which au 
fond is the cause of the trouble. It has to 
be admitted at the outset that there is much 
to be said for both the claimants to jurisdic- 
tion over the outside roads, and the urgent 
need of a settlement which’ will bring about 
complete and effective control of the out- 
‘side roads, and the areas they serve is em- 














phasized by such occurrences as have hap- 
ened this weekend. 


It was on October 11 that this journal 
urged that the authorities concerned should 
do their utmost to reach a solution accept- 
‘able to both sides, and the contentions which 
‘were then put forward have been grea'ly 
strengthened by what has happened since. 
It was argued then, and is now with even 
greater force, that'it is the duty of the 
authorities involved to do their utmost to 
bring about a definite settlement of the whole 
matter in order that some degree of law, and 
‘order shall be restored to an area, which 
hhas been badly in need of it for some 
months to come, and if present indications 
‘aré anything to go by, it may safely be said 
that, unless a determined and successful 
effort is made to decide this question of the 
outside roads once and for all, what is 
ready a very bad situation may rapidly be- 
come worse. As it is the safety of thousands 
of innocent people, who have every right to 
‘complete protection, is being imperilled at 
the whims of these bad characters, and unless 
a speedy termination is put to this deplor~ 
able state of affairs it requires no very great 
Prophetic ability to say that sooner or later 
@ more serious tragedy than has occurred 
up to the present may be expected. This is 
not, therefore, a state of affairs which can 
be accepted "complacently. The duty of 
‘everyone concerned is clear, and the sooner 
‘efforts are made to restore ‘the extra-mural 
districts to their former orderliness the bet- 
ter for all" concerned. In these columns 
twelve days ago it'was pointed out that the 
Japanese authorities were in an excellent 
position to mediate between the Shanghai 
Municipal Council, and the Special Munici- 
pality, and that the Senior Consul might alse 
be of considerable assistance in bringing about 
‘a solution acceptable to both sides. There is| 
reason to believe that the Japanese Consul- 
General would not view such a request with 
anything except the greatest sympathy, 
while it is also known that the matter has 
been brought to the attention of the Con- 
sular Body. It is desirable, however, that 
negotiations shall be undertaken at the 
‘earliest possible moment, and the residents 
of Shanghai will not be’ satisfied until they 
know that this has been done. ‘The attitude 
of the Shanghai Municipal Council in the 
matter appears to have been correct, and 
thelr case founded on good bases. There is 
in fact no real difference between their views 
and those expressed by Mr. Fu Siao-en, for 
if the latter insists upon Chinese sovereignty 
‘over the outside roads, the former has never 
denied it. 

In the circumstances it is clear that the 
only real solution of the problem must be 
something in the nature of a compromise in 
which both sides shall receive that degree 
of justice to which they are very clearly 
entitled. Mediation by a third party is, 
therefore, clearly indicated, and it is again 
‘emphasized that the Japanese authorities are 
best fitted to undertake such an office, which 
would render great services to the Interna- 
tional Settlement on the one hand, the 
‘Special Municipality on the other, and re- 
dound greatly to the credit of the’ Japanese 
themselves. ‘There is not the slightest doubt 
about it that successful intervention by the 
Japanese in this matter, and the achievement 
of a satisfactory solution of the present im- 
passe would do a great deal towards im- 
proving the prevailing atmosphere, would 
help to remove existing grounds for s 
picion, and lay the foundations of that co- 
operation without which the condition of the 
whole of Shanghai,—and not only the Inter~ 
national Settlement,—must go from bad to 
‘worse. Obviously ‘this is a matter which 
‘should be settled on the spot, and were the 
Japanese Consul-General to’ use his good 
offices in bringing the parties to this un- 
fortunate dispute together, there is no reason, 
‘given good faith on both sides, why this 
vexed question sould not be finally disposed 
of. If it is not, the danger of widespread 
criminality will ‘become all the more acute. 
Past months have shown the risks which all 
sections of Shanghai run by the existence 
of criminal gangs, which, it appears, can 
‘operate with comparative "immunity in all 
parts of Shanghai, with the bad-lands as a 
refuge over which no one seems to exercise 
‘adequate, and efficient authority. ‘That that 
immunity is encouraging them to ever 
wilder exploits is only too apparent, and all 
sections of Shanghai, whether foreign or not, 
‘owe it to themselves to sec that this anomal- 
ous state of affairs is brought to an end 
‘and that the malefactors, responsible for the 
‘appalling degree of crime which has been 
reached, shall have a period pnt to their 
activities. Consequently if assistance is 
‘available towards achieving that end, and it 
is believed that it is, there can’ be no 
reason for not asking for it, especially 
‘when it is thought it will be readily granted. 























BIG EVENTS LOOM 
Oct, 24. 

‘Though the past week was quict from a 
military point of view, much was happening 
in other warlike spheres as well as in the 
political world, und it is possible that future 
history may be very profoundly affected by 
‘what has occurred. On the western front 
the Germans advanced into positions origin- 
ally captured from them by the French, and 








relinquished in accordance with General 
plans. Reports indicate that 
severe casualties were inflicted upon the 
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enemy in the course of the movement, and 
that, on balance, despite the loss of. territory 
the manceuvre may be regarded as a minor 
success for the Allies. What fighting there is 
proceeds in the sort of no-man’s land between 
the Maginot and Siegfried Lines, and even 
this is hampered by the very considerable 
rain which has been falling. ‘The massing of 
large bodies of reinforcements near_ the 
boundaries of Holland, Belgium, and Swit- 
zerland does nothing to remove ‘the impres~ 
‘sion that the possibility of an advance 
through one or other of these neutral coun- 
fries cannot be disregarded, declarations by 
Herr Hitler that their neutrality will be re- 
spected notwithstanding. At sea the week 
was notable for the German raids upon the 
British naval bases and upon vessels at sea. 
No serious damage whatever was done, but 
‘comparatively heavy casualties were inflicted 
upon the enemy. ‘The British naval losses 
still stand at two in number, H.M.S, Royal 
Oak and Courageous, though according to 
German propaganda ‘other vessels are re~ 
ported to have been damaged. It’ would 
seem that German propaganda is far more 
deadly than their aeroplanes but even that 
cannot sink battleships. ‘The war of words 
is proceeding merrily from the German side, 
and the latest endeavours to place the blame 
for the sinking of the Athenia on British 
shoulders is by no means uninteresting, 
nor without its amusing side. Up to the pre- 
sent the German propaganda agents have 
Giscovered at least four ways in which that 
iMefated vessel was destroyed. At first it 
‘was alleged by the enemy that she sank ax 
the result of a boiler explosion, the second 
that she must have struzk a mine, the third 
that she was sunk bya Dritish submarine 
on the instructions of Mr. Winston Churchill, 
for the purpose of embroiling Germany with 
the United States, and now the latest that 
the sinking was ‘done by the gunnery of 
British destroyers 


At long lost the German propaganda 
machine has unearthed a passenger by the 
Athenia, who has sworn an affidavit to the 
‘effect that he was told by some of the ship's 
officers that the Athenia was carrying guns. 
some destined for Halifax, and others to be 
mounted in the vessel once across the Atlan~ 
tie after which she was to be transformed 
into a ¢ommerce raider. What she could 
raid with all German shipping off the seas is 
not quite clear. Finally the man is said 
‘to have sworn that the Athena was destroyed 
by shelling by British destroyers. Contrasted. 
with all this are the statements made by 
other survivors, Immediately after the oc~ 
‘currence, who made no bones about. it that 
the Athenia was sunk by a submarine, and 
there is all the evidence in the world that 
‘well before the actual outbreak of war Ger~ 
man submarines were already placed to com- 
mence an immediate onslaught on. British 
shipping, which, as the history of the first 
few days of the war shows, they actually 
did, ‘This lone affidavit, produced at so late 
a day, it will be noted consists in the first 
place ‘of alleged hearsay evidence; the de- 
ponent was told that there were’ guns on 
board, and that part of his statement would 
be completely worthless in any impartial 
court of law. For the other part it must be 
remembered’ that the German propaganda 
machine has plenty of money to spond, and 
undoubtedly moves in a mysterious way. Dr. 
Goobbels has made no effective contribution 
to the elucidation of the mystery which he 
alleges, but renders confusion ‘more con 
founded as to what the Germans really do 
contend brought about the loss of the 
Athenia, The simple solution is obviously 
‘he best and truthful one, that the Athenia 
‘was sunk by the submarine which passengers 
aver they saw, and that it was decidedly 
against British’ interests that that submarine 
should have belonged to anyone but Ger~ 
many. Dr. Goebbels may have exhausted alt 
the probabilities as to how he considers the 
vessel was sunk, though there is the chance 
that he may yet adopt Mn. A pe C, Sowenny's 
amusing theory that after all it might have 
been done by a whale. Simultaneously by 
a reversion to a.manceuvre with which the 
last war has made the world familiar, Dr. 
Gocbbels' Ministry has made the allegation 
that quantities of gas shells, supplied by 
Great Britain have been found in Poland. 
That has been denied by both the British 
and Polish Government, but if the world 
finds that this is but a’ prelude to the use 
of gas by the Germans themselves, it will 
bbe but a repetition of the history of the last 
The failure of his peace offensive has given 
Herr Hitler much food for reflection —that 
and the conclusion of the Anglo-French- 
‘Turkish Pact—and there are signs that the 
former decision with which he acted, has 
given place to hesitation and uncertainty. 
It will be remembered that during the course 
of the negotiations which ted up to the out- 
break of the war, one of Herr Hitler's en- 
tourage told Sir Novile Henderson that Der 
Fuehrer made his decisions for himself with- 
‘out regard to the advice of others. Whether 
‘that was the case or not, the summoning of 
the Nazi district leaders for a round-table 
conference suggests that Herr Hiller has 
realized that the time has come when he 
must take his supporters more completcly 
into his confidence, and at the same time 























endeavour to ascertain exactly how popular 
the war is with the people who have the 
misfortune to be ruled by him. If is be- 
eved that momentous decisions are at hand. 
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Whatever they may be only time will show, 
but it is greatly to be doubted whether he 
will attempt to make a new peace move. 
‘The manner in which his last one was sternly. 
rejected must have convinced him that the 
Allies are not bluffing, and that they actually 
mean business, Their own leaders have 
made it quite clear that any peace slong. 
the lines which he has already suggested 
would be completely unacceptable, and he is 
now faced with one of two decisions. Either 
to make another attempt for peace, which 
would amount to a confession to his own 
people of the failure of his last effort, or to 
make one final blow for the destruction of 
the Allies. It cannot much longer be “kept 
from the German people that one third of 











their submarines will never return to port, 





and that the air-raids over Britain are prov- 
ing too expensive. Nor can there be much 
more delay before the hard fact of the 
‘economic blockade is brought home to them 
in a manner which no amount of propaganda 
can offset. Herr Hitler must speedily find 
another striking success to alleviate the an- 
xieljes of his people, and if during the week 
he ‘decides on the last mad gamble of a 
general onslaught on the Allied defences and 
wholesale air-raids, in one final attempt to 
‘end the pressure which is being exerted upon 
him, it should be no cause for sueprise. His 
position is desperate, and desperats remedies 
the only little chance he has left of re~ 
deeming his crumbling fortunes.

Issue to End ; U.S, and Japan Sailors Withdraw 


Amoy, Oct, 18, 


RINGING to an end @ five-month controversy, which at one 
time assumed scrious international -proportions, documents 
regarding an agreement between the Japanese authorities and the 
Kulangsu International Settlement administration were exchanged 


here last night.

Japanese and American naval land= 
ing parties were withdrawn from the 
Kulangsu Settlement at the same time 
at 2 o'clock this afternoon, Their 
‘evacuation followed a consultation 
between Mr, Uchida and Mr. H. M. 
Benninghoff, American Consul. 

‘The Kulangsu dispute was’ pre 
cipitated on May 11 when Chinese 
gunmen shot and wounded Mr, Hung 
Lishsun, chairman of the Amoy 
Chamber of Commerce, in the Inter- 
national Settlement, Japanese blue- 
Jackets were landed In large numbers 
‘on May 12 to carry out a systematic 
search for anti-Japanese terrorist ele- 
ments, many of whom were taken 
into custody, 

‘The bulk’ of the Japanese blue~ 
jackets were withdrawn on May 16, 
armed guards being “left ot the 
Japanese Consulate-General and the 
Japanese hospital. On Moy 11, 
‘Amerlean and. British warships are 
tived, followed on ‘May, 18 ‘by 
French sloop. Each of these coun- 
tries thereupon landed a number of 
sailors equal to that of the Japanese 
naval force in Kulangsu, ‘The Britis 
and French landing parties were 
withdrawn on Septomber 1, following, 
the outbreak of the war in Europe.

Japanese Bridges Burnt 

On the contrary, it is a grim one, 
with all bridges burnt.

‘Speaking of Japan's relations with 
Britain and France, he said the key 
to the readjustment of relations be- 
tween Britain and France and Japan 
consists in full understanding of the 
Significance of the new order in East 
‘Asia and co-operation with Japanese 
efforts on the part of Britain and 
France.

These events included a second appeal to 
the Consular Body by the Shanghai Municipal Council, activity by 
British troops, who erected sandbag barricades and provided 
sentries to patrol the danger areas, and the rushing of police re- 
inforcements, including the Reserve Unit to the corner of Ei 
burgh and Yu Yuen Roads where the attack, which resulted in 
the death of a Chinese constable and serious injury to a Sikh 
constable, took place.

Only 
fone of these occurred in_ territory 
tunder the control of the Settlement 
Poliee. Oddly, the two erimes took 
place at exactly the same hour, 0.30 
O'clock. 

‘The more interesting of the two 
was reported to be the work of a 
body deseribed as the "Chinese Sctt- 
Protection Corps,” a plainclothes or- 
ganization operating in the so-called 
bad lands, 

‘The victim was a Chinese building, 
contractor residing at 86 Edinburgh 
Road, who was spirited away from 
his home and taken to a village of 
Edinburgh Road, where he was held 
all day. He was finally released last 
night, showing signs of having been 
beaten by the “Self-Protection” men, 
Tt was reported that he had ineurred 
the enmity of another Chinese con- 
tractor, who had subsequently com- 
plained "to the “Selt-Protection 
Corps." Yesterday morning the self- 
protectors were alleged to have taken 
him away for purposes of intimida- 
tion and to have demanded $20,000 
to settle the case, 

It Is believed the unfortunate man 
made some sort of cash settlement 
before he was released, in an abject 
condition.

‘The above statement appeared over 
the signature of Major Bourne, the 
Commissioner of Police. 

Tt was further learned that the 
mysterious motorcycle-with-sldecar 
Whose appearance “in the narrow 
slrect precipitated the incident, is now 
in the hands of the Police. 

It was while two foreign sergeants 
‘were examining this abandoned vehi- 
le, near the entrance to 1081 Jess- 
eld Road, that several dark Agures 
‘advanced towards them on either side 
of the street and opened fire. While 
‘one sergeant sought cover, the other 
made his way to Brenan’ Piece and 
called Bubbling Well Station by tele- 
phone. As the latler sought to rejoin 
his comrade he was fired upon from 
an alleyway leading off Jessfield Road. 
He returned fire at a figure crouching 
in the shadows, “Soon a party under 
the officer in charge of the Station 
arrived with sub-machine guns and 
ater an armoured car joined the de- 
fence. ‘There was a lively exchange 
of fire in the course of which C.P.C. 
2504 was killed by the gangsters who 
were shooling from rooftops and sky= 
Tights. 

Apparently “not only the root of 
No 1081 but giso that of the adjoining, 
building, 1088, was used in the attacke 
fon the Pollec, “It was reported that 
‘one of the "Special Corps" men killed 
Was crouching with @ pistol on House 
1083 when he was spotted by the 
Police, A burst from a "Tommy" gun 
disposed of him. Shortly afterwards 
1 hand-grenade was thrown from the 
‘op, of 1081 but did not explode. Tt 
landed at the fect of three foreign 
sergeants and was later removed, with 
the’ other unexploded bombs, by 
Japanese Gendarmes. 


‘Topples Dead from Roof 
A. second gunman perched on the 
root was hit by Police machine-gun 
Dullets and toppled, dead, into an 
alleyway.

Entry of Refugees 
To Shanghai 


Shanghai, Oct. 22. 

In August last the Shanghai Munt- 
cipal ‘Couneit announced that it was 
compelied to forbid any further 
‘entry into the International ‘Settle 
ment of refugees from Europe, The 
Counell now announces that this pro- 
hibition will not apply to those 
coming within the following cate- 
gories— 

Persons who possess, available for 
use in Shanghai, not jess than U.S: 
‘$400 in the ease of an adult, or not 
Jess than U.S$100 in the case of a 
child of less than thirteen years of 
‘age, oF the equivalent of such sums 
In. some foreign currency. 

‘rhe responsibility of verifying the 
possession of such requisite sums be- 
fore passage bookings are made de- 
volves upon the shipping or railway 
companies or other travel agents, 
who must obtain a certificate from 
the Committee for the Assistance of 
European Jewish Refugees in Shang- 
hai as to the availability in Shanghai 
of such sums. 

Persons who obtain an entry per- 
mit from the Counell on the grounds 
that they are immediate family re- 
lations (Le, parents, husbands, wives 
or children) ‘of refugees of certified 
financial competency resident in 
Shanghai; or they have ‘a contract 
of employment with a resident in 
Shanghai; or they intend to contract 
marriage with a resident in Shanghal: 


‘At Council's Diseretion 

Applications for such entry per 
mits must be made to the Council 
through the Committee for the As- 
sistanee of European Jewish Re- 
fugees in Shanghal and addressed in 
writing to Room 446, Cathay Hotel. 
‘The granting or refusing of 0 per- 
mit iS at the diseretion of the Coun- 

‘Applications submitted through 
the Committee for the Assistance of 
European Jewish Refugees will be 
investigated by the Special Branch 
of the Police Department before per- 
mits are issued. 

At the present time these regula 
tions are only applicable to that part 
of the International Settlement which 
Ties South of the Soochow Creek, 
Refugees desirous of residing in that 
part of the International Settlement 
which lies North of the Soochow 
Creek must comply with the regula-

Steamer Overturns 


Shanghai, Oct. 17. 

Over three hundred men, women 
and children were believed’ to have 
lost their lives when the Hsin. Ta 
Kou Maru, Japanese-owned river 
oat, overturned in. the Yongize 
River about ten miles above Woo- 
sung at 1245, yesterday afternoon. 
‘The ill-fated little craft of about 100 
tons and 100 fect in levigth was pass- 
Ing Liuho when she met with di- 
‘aster, turning turtle in the heavy 
wind ‘and rough waves. Overloading, 
Of passengers. is believed to have 
been the cause of the mishap. Not- 
‘mally, the ship carries only 150 pas- 
sengers but there were presumed to 
have ‘been over 300 on board when 
she capsized. 

‘The ‘vessel was on her way to 
Shanghai from the Yangtze River 
Port of Hsingkong in Kiangsu and 
was one of the Nissin Kisen Kaisha 
ships on the Japanese-monopolized 
‘Hsingkong-Shanghai rn, ‘There was 
high wind blowing at the time of 
the disaster and the F'sin Ta Kou 
‘Maru was bucking a heavy tide, All 
the horror of the disaster is revealed 
in a graphic eye-witness story of the 
catastrophe, told to a “Norih-China 
Daily News" reporter by one of the 
45 passengers on the ss. Liesel, Ger= 

vessel which was near the little 
steamer when she capsized, 


Bye-witness Account 

“We were on our way from Hale 
men to Shanghai and were sirug- 
gling along through the heavy wind 
and rough. water. when we caught 
Sight of the Japanese steamer, She 
appeared to be in a bad. way and was 
tossing about like a cork on the 
waves and being buffeted by the 
strong wind, “We rushed to the star- 
board rail to get a good view of the 
vessel and as we did, to our horror, 
‘we could hear the franties creams of 
the passengers on board. ‘The little 
ship appeared to be loaded down with 
humanity, the panie-strieken passen= 
gers milling around on the deck and 
‘superstructure, 

“As we neared the strieken ship it 
appeared that the navigatior of the 
vessel was trying to steer the craft 
close to the shore. ‘The terrifie wind 
blew the boat crois-wise, however, 
leaving her broadside-on to the full 
force of the waves. The little vessel 
wallowed helplessly in. the trough 
of the waves, rolling ominously from, 
ort to starboard, while the screams 
of the passengers became louder and 
‘more frantic, 

“After about four minutes of this, 
the’ ‘ship suddenly gave a. terrific 
lureh and turned completely over. 
For a brief moment the entire bot- 
tom appeared above the surface of 
the water with scores of the vietins 
piteously clinging to the wreck, 
‘Then the ship disappeared complete: 
ly trom view, leaving hundreds. of 
Passengers bobbing around. Inthe 
waves and clinging 0 broken pleces 
of wreckage and bales of goods. 

Possible Survivors , 


Although the ss. Liesel was unable 
to go to the assistance of the hapless 
people on board the Hsis ‘Ta. Kott 
‘Maru, having quite a struggle herselt 
to keep afloat, it is possible that some 
survivors of the disaster were picked 
up by a Japanese launch and two 
river junks wrich were in the vieine 
ity. Later, as they neared Shanghai, 
passengers on the Liesel sawn 
Jardine vessel hurrying to the scene 
f the shipwreck. 

‘The stricken vessel sent out an 
S.0S. over her radio transmitter, but 
the catastrophe was so sudden that 
all pleas for assistance were in vain, 

When the vessel overturned the 
master of the Liesel sent a distress 
message to the Harbour Master at 
Shanghai and a rescue vessel, believed 
to be the Customs Cutter Hai Kwang, 
was. dispatched to the scene of the 
disaster.

Jealousy was believed to have been 


the motive behind the gruesome affair and the gunmen, it is 
believed, were hired by a former lover of the bride to kill her 


and her ‘husband, 


Scene of the shooting was “The 
Medium,” 647 Wei Hai Wet Road, a 
large Chinese restaurant, which eaters 
for wedding parties and other large 
gatherings. According to eye-wite 
hhesses of the shooting—employces of 
the restaurant and others—the 
three men suddenly burst open the 
door as the feast was in progress 
shortly before 5 pam, and blazed 
away into all corners of the room. 

In an instant pandemonium broke 
loose as the large assembly of guests 
hurriedly dived behind tables, large 
chairs or anything else that offered 
protection from the hail of lead. 
SUN firing into the room so as to 
deter pursuit the gunmen then dashed 
downstairs and into the street where 
they ran for about fifty yards and 
then calmly strolled down an alley- 
way where they were lost from 
Sight, 

Gruesome Seones 

Inside the room a gruesome scene 
met the eyes of a “North-China Dally 
News" reporter who arrived only a 
few moments after the gunmen had 
deported, Screaming women, blood 
pouring from wounds, were trying 10 
Grag themselves up ‘from the floor. 
Young children, attired in their best 
for the festive’ occasion, wore how 
ling with pain in large chairs, where 
they had been placed by people who 
had rushed into the room after the 
exit of the gunmen. Lying in dis 
torted positions along both sides of 
the room were Chinese men some of 
them unconscious while others, who 
had not been injured, attempted to 
staunch thelr wounds. 

It has been estimated that there 
‘were fifty people in the room at the 
time, ‘These ineluded a young Chin~ 
eso boy, who was dead when ambul- 
fanee atiendants pieked him up, five 
women, Including the bride, and two 
men, one of whom was the best man. 
‘They were immediately conveyed to 
hospital and four of them are not 
expected to survive, 

Around the walls of | the room 
Police from Bubbling Well station 
Aiscovered numerous. bullets all of 
which had deeply embedded them 
selves in the plaster and woodwork, 
How many shots were actually fired 
has’ not beon ascertained but it is 
estimated that there must have been 
over thirly sent into the room. 


Jealousy Belleved Motive 
All poople present at the reception 
were taken to Bubbling Well Police 
Station for questioning while _some 
foreign and Chinese detectives re- 
mained behind to search the room,| 
slalrway and floors for other bullets 
which hind beon fred during the at- 
tack. In the lavatory, just outside} 
the room, huge blood splashes had 
stained the floor and walls while out 
side, and inthe room itself, other 
Dloodstains were in evidence ‘every 
where, These had been made when 
some of the injured people had at- 
tempted to drag themselves to the 
lavatory to wash their wounds. Some 
reached the lavatory, others failed. 
‘AlWiough jealousy was believed to 
be the motive behind the murderous 
attack, the police are also considering 
that there might have been a political 
Feason as they have been informed 
that the bridegroom, Mr. Du. Cheng- 
chun, living in Yu 'Yuen Road, has 























some sort of connection with the 
special Municipality” which func 
tions tinder Japanese auspices. Whe- 


ther or not this is true could not be 
ascertained last night, 

‘The first motive is believed to be 
more reasonable. A former suitor or 
over of the bride, it is felt, became 
so Insanely jealous when she’ married 
‘another man that he hired the three 
desperadoes to Kill both the girl and 
her husband. In this the men failed 
for neither the irl or the man were 
severely injured and both will re- 
cover. 














Hye-Witness Accounts 


Occupants of an apartment directly 
cross the street from the scene of 
the shooting told a *North-China 
Daily News” reporter that they were 
preparing to sit down to tea shortly 
Afler five o'clock when they heard a 
serles of stacatto explosions comini: 
from the direction of 674 Wei Hai 
Wei Road. ‘They presumed that the 
noise was caused by firecrackers but 
curiosity compelled them to look out 
of the window. For a moment th 
saw nothing unusual and then, as they 
watched, three men came out of the 
swinging! doors of the building on the 

















run, ‘They were dressed in grey 
‘gowns and were holding their hands 
lose to thelr chests as if to conceal 
thelr weapons, 

When they emerged from the build- 

ing the trlo ceased running and non- 
chalantly walked at a moderate pace 
‘along Weihaiwei Road to Hwa Kee 
‘Avenue, where they turned in. A 
‘crowd of Chinese had been attracted 
by the noise of the shooting but when 
the three men came out of the build- 
Ing the mob scattered in all direc- 
tons. giving the trio a clear pathway. 
While’ the shooting was going on 
there was a small ear parked in front 
of the building with a thoroughly 
frightened Chinese crouched behind 
the wheel, ‘This car disappeared in 
the subsequent confusion. 
Later the ambulance arrived on the 
ene and the informants of the 
North-China Daily News” revealed 
that they saw flve women, two men 
and {wo children carried out of the 
building. Some of the victims were 
bleeding profusely and one of the 
men appeared to have the back of 
his head blown off. One of the chil 
dren, who appeared to be bleeding 
from the thigh, was carried to Hwa 
Kee Avenue, presumably to a doctor's 
office. The’ bride was apparently 
among the injured as one of the 
women carried out was wearing the 
customary bride's gown and silver 
slippers.

Coronation Memorial Fund Gives Essential Facilities 
‘To British Children ; Official Opening Ceremony 


Shanghai, Oct. 22. 


PACHEITHES for sport have always been the pride of educational 
establishments in Great Britain from the mighty public school 
down to the more plebian elementary institutions which may be 
seen in every city, town and village. In this way the British nation| 
has built up its mighty sporting traditions, which are the envy 
of many nations in the world today. 


In Shanghi 





, however, the only British schoo} for boys in the 


city, has long suffered from a handicap, the lack of suitable facili~ 





‘for providing British boys with the sporting pastimes which 


are so essential to their development, both physically and morally. 

‘Yesterday that handicap was surmounted when, thanks to the 
Coronation Memorial Fund, a new sports ground and pavilion for 
the Cathedral School for Boys Henry Lester Endowment was form- 
ally opened in the presence of Sir Herbert Phillips, H.M. Consul- 
General, and many distinguished guests. 


‘The opening ceremony was per- 
formed by Mr. P. W. Massey, Trustee 
of the Fund, who explained that in 
order to commemorate the accession 
to the Throne of Their Majesties, King 
George and Queen Elizabeth, in 1937, 
it had been decided to launch w fund 
with the object of providing for the 
physical, educational and moral wel 
fare of pupils at the only British 
school for boys in the city. During 
his speech Mr. Massey criticized the 
British community in Shanghai which 
did not possess, he sald, a proud record

‘The book was immediately noted 
internationally. The Soviet Dress 
‘wrote about it, it figured in court 
during Gorgulov’s trial, it was trans~ 
lated into the French, Spanish and 
other languages. 

Tn. connection with the war, Mr. 
Lovich predicted—soven years ‘ago— 
that Germany and the Soviet Union 
would sign a kind of military alliance. 
‘A German general figuring in the 
hovel says, on page 112 of the book: 
“Our union is unstable, we dare not 
openly risk a war side by side with 
the Bolsheviks, but this union will 
bring us victory. Hasn't history 
Known other unnatural unions? We 
realize that this alliance is dangerous 
for us, as our present ally bids fa 
to become our fulure enemy. But, 
‘asks the German general, “will we 
prove strong enough if, with the aim 
Of world-revolution before them, the 
bolsheviks will later throw  them= 
selves against us?”—and answers that 
the nationally disciplined German 
people are suficiently mighty and 
United to turn back the madmen of 
Moscow. “Our strength,” he con- 
tinues, “Wes not only In our patriotism, 
But also in the inner weaknesses of 
the Soviets, ‘The Red Army will 
share the spoils with us.” 


End of Russia ‘ 

On pages 122 and 128 Mr, Lovich— 
‘we repeat, seven yea jescribed 
how "Soviet troops crossed the bord 
into Poland. Driving frontier regi 
ments in front of them, they occupied 
Vilna in the north and Lutzke in th 
south, and swept on towards Liublin 
Lomberg.” All this happened last 
‘month, exacily as the Russian author 
wrote ‘in Harbin, in the beginning of 
the year 1032, His intuition is now 
all the more. revealed, as he dis- 
‘agreed with the popular conception 
of other writers—that larger cities 
‘will, on the declaration of war, be 
immediately subjected to. withering 
air-raids, German submarines played 
‘an exacily similar role in the book 
fas they have played during the past 
soveral weeks. 

The book also deals with the 
Soviet campaign against Indi 
‘Moscow establishes contact with the 
Indian Nationalists, and to depose 
British rule in India sends troops ine 
cluding Kirgheses, -Khokandians, 
Bokhariots, Khivans, Tartars and 
other border tribes. ‘The author 
‘also deseribes the’ Soviet at 
tack on Rumania, and devotes large 
space to a detailed account of the 
Tengthy and involved campaign to 
bring the United States into the war. 

“Whither Russia?” ends with the 
complete debacle of the grandiose 
Soviet adventure. Red banners over 
Russian armies are displaced by the 
national trlcolour. ‘Those interested 
in the book ean read it in the Russian, 
French and Spanish languages. Tt has 
‘not been translated into English. Tn 
the bustle of newspaper work. the 
author of the book had himself al- 
‘most forgotten the extraordinary pro- 
Phecles he had made, and it needed 
f& reader to point out to him that in 
Kis picture of the circumstances of 
the war he had not been far from 
the truth, 


A Pathetic Figure 

‘At one time the Far East—shortly 
after “the Russian revolution—had 
many first class Russian chefs, special- 
ists in Russian gastronomy. Russians, 
as itis known, are fond of a good 
meal, and in addition to eminently 
Russian dishes the Russian cuisine 
hhas adopted much of French gas 
tronomy, and knows how to make 
English roastheet, beefsteak, various 
German and Hungarian dishes, etc., 
‘and in the manner of serving zakuska 
it is second to none. At one time 
the Far East had even three chets 
who used to work in Imperial palaces, 
fand one of them, Chief Vereschagin, 
voluntarily followed Tsar Nicholas 1 
fand the Royal Family to exile in 
Tobolsk He was not murdered by 
the bolsheviks, and managed to dee 
across Siberia to Harbin and later to 
Shanghai, from where he subsequent 
ly went to Join Grand Duke Nicolai 
Nicolaieviteh in the South of France, 
One of these “last of the Mohicans” 
of the Russian kitchen, Mr. Nicolai 



























































Iwanoviteh Osipot, passed away last 
week at the age of 68. Mr, Osipot 
worked for many years in’ Siberia, 
where there were a great number of 
millionaires and where restaurants 
‘and hotels vied with one another as 
regards cuisine. In 191G ar. Osipott 
went to Harbin, and had a réstaurant 
im the famed” Railway Club, also 
owning a number of wagon-restaur- 
‘ants and a restaurant in the popular 
summer-resort of Chalantun, In 1935 
Mr. Osipoft arrived here ‘with his 
family and ‘worked among other 
places in the Jewish Club, while his 
last years were spent working in 
D.D’s restaurants. 

A tragic story is told by Russian 
newspapers of a Mr. Ivan Sterekhov 
who, in his tiny room on Route de 
Soyies, is consciously dying of hunger, 
refusing food offered him by neigh- 
bours, and asking only that he be left 
alone. For eight days. Mr, Sterekhov 
has taken nothing but water. He 
says that he is tired of life, that he 
nas been dogged by poverty for many 
years and that he sees no promise in 
the future. Visited by a reporter of 
“The Shanghai Zaria," he said that 
before the revolution he worked in 
the munitions factory at Tzhevsk, then 
became a soldier and was wounded 
in the Civil War. He lived 13 years 
in Harbin, two in Tientsin and one 
and a half years in Kalgan, where 
help was given him, although the 
city has only a few Russian families. 
In Harbin Mr. Sterekhov traded in 
second-hand articles. In Shanghai he 
was employed ii the construction of 
A building, but during night duty 
‘caught fever. His legs became swol- 
Ton, he had to sell his clothes, After 
that Mr, Sterekhov decided to die of 
‘hunger. 


A Distinguished Doctor 


Representatives of the Ukrainian

In Samara on the Volga, and after 
graduating — from midile ~ school| 
entered the medical faculty of the| 
Imperial University of Kazan, From 
the year 1898 he was on  govern- 
ment work, first as a village doctor, 
Th 1902 he’ was invited into univer- 
sity and became assistant lecturer 
fon pathological anatomy, working 
under Prof, Lubimoff, ‘The late Dr. 
Civray worked seven years in the 
university, and tater, in the Medical 
‘Academy ‘of St. Petersburg, defend- 
eda dissertation for the’ highest, 
phase of M, A. for medicine, One of 
those who recognized Dr. Civray as| 
worthy of this sciontife degree was| 
the world famous. physiologist Prof. 
Twan Pavlov. After this Dr, Civray 
‘was appointed head physician with 
the military forces in Central Asia, 
and in 1912 took part in the fight 
against a terrible epidemic of the 
hubonle plague. In 1914 he was ap- 
pointed to a corps of border guards 
men in Manchuria, but with the 
outbreak of the World War he left 
for the front, After his return from 
the German front he "was invited 
fo act as a medical adviser to. the 
Board of Directors of the Chinese 
Eastern Railway. In Dr, 
Civray arrived in Shanghai and 
quickly built up a wide ° praetlee, | 
working at it to his death,

Like all other highly placed men’ 
of the period, he made mistakes, but 
his energetic ‘prosecution of the war 
ut such heart into the nation, and 
fn particular into the fighting forces, 
that even in the darkest ‘hours of 


courage remained undaunted as a 
direct result of his personality, and 
the confidence which he inspired. 

Today "LG's" name must be al- 
most exeerated in’ the minds and 
thoughts of Britains fighting services.

London “Bobby” Maligned

Sm—In the film “Bulldog Drum- 
mond's Peril,” which has recently 
‘been showing in this city, I saw a 
portrayal of London's Metropolitan 
Police which, to say the least, was 
isgusting, absurd and, to a London- 
er, most galling. 

it is a well-known fact that film 
‘directors are not strict adherents to 
true facts inf the Incidents they 
depict, especially historically, the 
‘expulsion, from England of ' King 
John by Richard 1. inthe 
film “The Adventures" of Robin 
Hood,” and the death at an carly age 
of the Irish statesman Parnell, in the 
{film “Parnell,” being excellent _ex- 
‘amples, but, ‘when it comes to mak- 
ing London's Metropolitan Police 
Force appear on the screen as coun- 
try-bumpkin comedians, doing irre- 
parable damage to their prestige 
reputation in the mind's of many 
foreigners, whose impressions of Lon- 
don and its police are somewhat hazy 
‘and easily influenced, I feel th 
directors are taking their laxity tc 
Point of justifable resentment and 
the feeling of the public should more 
frequently be directed against them. 
If they must introduce the humourous 
element in such films, surely they 
could do so through a medium other 
than the police, 

On the English sereen this ludicrous 
portrayal would be less harmful, as 
‘most Englishmen have seen and ad- 
mired the Metropolitan giants, and 
‘those who have not are under no 
delusion as to the efficiency and gal- 
Jantry of this force, but, as I said be- 
fore, foreigners may receive a las 

impression from such absurdities 
as seen in the film in question and 
others of the same type, and remain 
convinced that London's police are 
in the majority weak-kneed, emaci- 
‘ated specimens of blighted manhood, 
‘with as much intelligence and reason- 
ing power as a rickshaw-coolie pos- 
sesses. 

For the sake of those who are 
ignorant of the fact, T would like to 
point out that the days of the coun- 
try-bumpkin type of English police: 
men are over. 

The British Police Force now offers 
such attractive tha 
young men from 
public schools and universities 
simply hurling themselves at the 
Police Recruiting Ofices in an effort 
to gain admittance to the already 
fully complemented force, The Police 
Foree in England, up to the time of 
Hitler’s great mistake, had long wait- 
ing lists bearing the names of many 
young men from good families and 
foremost colleges and universities 

‘A first-class education is not, how- 
ever, all that is required to gain en- 
trance to the police. A visitor | to 
London would be struck by the 
magnificent physique of the police, 
perhaps even more so than by 
their alert air, immaculate  appe: 
‘ance and courteous manners. A ques- 
tion addressed to one of them would 
be answered in a well-modulated 
voice, perhaps holding a noticeable 
varsity accent. 

It_Is hoped that these lines will, 
if they find themselves in the press, 
in some degree have helped to 
eradicate the seed of false impres- 
sion which such films as “Bulldog 
Drummond's Peril” may have plant- 
‘ed in the minds of many Shanghai- 
landers, and replaced it by an idea 
‘of London's police as admirable

Formerly, 
fexecutlons took place in the Tss0 Ho 
Ching Prison in the Chinese ter- 
ritory. ‘The boys’ mother was given 
sentence of two. years and. six 
months charged with aiding and 
abetting in damaging the corpse. 

"The sentencing of the trio con~ 
cludes the tial of one of the most 
Sensatfonal cases in the police record 
here since it isa rare thing in China 
that the sons should have killed 
thelr father ina country where filial 
piety has always been the tradition- 
Bland guiding principle in a family.

They stole 
his pass book and some cash with 
which they bought a screwdriver, a 
hand saw and sulphurie and nitric 
oeid trying to make it a clean job 
by dismembering the body of their 
father and destroying evidence by 
applying acid, ‘Their elder sister 
Secretly reported the matter to the 
Bubbling Well Police who arrived at 
their house only to find a dismem- 
bered body. The sons were arrested 
in an upstairs room where the dis- 
covery was made while the mother 
was eausht downstairs, The Police 
prosceutor insisted. that, although 
the woman did not participate in the 
murder plot, she could not deny that 
she was iguorant of the dismember- 
ment of her husband's body.

AMERICA CRITICIZED 
By Snumusowan 


‘The first impact of war on the United 
States halted dead in its tracks the move- 
ment which the Administration had spon- 
gored for the maintenance of the rule of law 
in international affairs, for the sanctity of 
treaties, and the settlement of ‘disputes by 
arbitration and not by the use of force. Ever 
since the signature of the Kellogg Pact, first 
‘Mr, Stimson and then Mr. Hull had steadily 
adhered to this policy. Both these statesmen 
had rejected the view that a powerful and 
self-respecting nation could stand idly by 
while intsnational standards were flouted 
and both had insisted that the moral weight 
of the United States at the very least should 
be used against nations guilty of aggression. 

‘This attitude had been intensified during 
the months between Munich and the German 
invasion of Poland. Administration spol 
‘men had condemned without equivocation 
Germany's action in carrying out repressive 
measures against the Jews, in imposing re~ 
strictive trade and financial barriers, and 
above all in destroying Czechoslovakia and 
annexing Memel. The German action in 
destroying the independent existence of the 
Czech nation was met by a refusal to re- 
cognize the conquest, by the continued ac- 
ceptance of the Czech Minister as the spokes~ 
men of the vanished country and by an 
oficial statement in which the phrase ‘'tem- 
porary extinguishment” was employed. Other 
actions taken by the United States Adminis- 
tration to show its disgust at German 
tacties were the recall of its Berlin Ambas~ 
sador and the imposition of every trade 
penalty permissible under the law against 
German goods. No government could have 
made it more clear that the Nazi régime was 
considered to have broken the accepted 
canons of international behaviour. 


In addition to taking this strong public 
stand on their own behalf Administration 
officials in their private conversations with 
representatives of the British government 
and influential British citizens made it per= 
fectly clear that they would look with ap- 
proval upon a strong stand by the British 
Government. American newspaper writers 
who had close contacts with the Adminis 
tration oMlcials condemned the British gov- 
ernment for not taking a stronger stand at 
Munich and clearly implied that if such a 
stand had been taken American support could 
have been relied upon. If anybody had been 
‘asked what the official American position was 
‘as regards British Foreign policy the answer 
would have boon without hesitation that it 
was felt to be insufficiently firm. 

With this background in mind American 
action at the outbreak of the war was all the 
more amazing. There were no statements 
condemning German aggression, no attempt 
to give moral support to the Poles, no indica~ 
tion that international law had been flouted 
by one side and upheld by the other.  In- 
sleud the Administration adopted the thesis 
of Congress which it had previously con- 
domned and took its stand on the principle 
enshrined in the Neutrality Acts that the 
United States had no business to concern 
herself with the rights or wrongs of the 
struggle but must merely concern herself 
with scoing that her own safety was secured 
and must moreover act as though both sides 
were equally to blame, ‘There was no hint 
of the “quarantining” which the President 
had spoken of in October 1937, no hint of 
the measures “stronger than words but short 
of war" of which the President had spoken 
in his message to Congress in January of 
this year. Instead there was an exhortation 
that Americans must do nothing even to show 
thelr disapproval of German tactics. The 
Radio was urged not to permit “propaganda” 
talks by commentators, and Hollywood was 
requested to abandon the production of pic- 
tures which might be offensive to Germany 
and therefore unneutral. 

The press meanwhile, with few exceptions, 
adopted the somewhat’ strange attitude that 
the completely impartial attitude of, the 
neutral required that news from either camp 
must be treated as equally suspect and de- 
spite the long German record of prevarica- 
tion Berlin accounts of the origins of the 
war were given equal eredence with those 
outlined in the House of Commons by Mr. 
Chamberlain, ‘The exhortations which had 
followed Munich that a strong stand should 
be taken were forgotten and Britain, which 
at that time had been blamed for ‘putting 
pressure on the Czechs not to resist the Ger= 
man demands by armed force, were now 
blamed for failing to put similar pressure on 
the Poles. Accompanying this attitude which 
it is diMeult not to describe as hypocritical 
‘were smug and sanctimonious reflections on 
the superiority of the American position and 
attitude, “Aren't these Europeans awful 2— 
fighting a was the general tenor of this 
type of comment. 

‘The peculiar nature of American support 
and the very limited value of American 
friendship was thus made evident. It was 
of a type which ceased when most needed. 
Im order to gain American good will and 
retain it a course was followed, advocated by 
the United States which when it led those 



































| who followed into grave and overwhelming 


danger resulted in the friendship being with- 
drawn. There is no doubt that if the Ger- 
man demands had been accepted and another 
compromise made the United States, both its 
official spokesmen and its press, would have 
been loud in their .condemnation. British 
action in compromising with force and ag- 
gression and lawlessness would have been 
contrasted with America’s firm -and uncom- 
promising opposition and there would have 
undoubtedly been loud complaints that the 
United States had been let down by British 
action. 


There is no hint as yet discernible in 
‘American comment that there is any  con- 
scfousness that the United States has let down 
the Democracies, or that in her own peculiar 
way, she has been guilty of as gross a be- 
trayal as Soviet Russia. But fortunately 
nations, like individuals, can change their 
minds. "It is too early yet to speak of Judas 
(though the word was hurled violently at 
Britain with less cause a year ago) ; we may 
only have to speak of Cranmer. The origin- 
al denial of everything which America has 
stood for in the past may be a temporary 
phase, caused like Archbishop Cranmer's 
apostasy, by the sudden shock of fear at the 
consequences. It is very different to urge 
others to take a stand which may lead to war 
‘and to take such a stand yourself. 


‘There were a few comforting straws which 
showed which way the current might 
turn in Administration action during the first 
weeks of the war. The redefinition of the 
Monroe doctrine to include Canadian de- 
fence against German attack, the official pub- 
Veation of Ambassador Biddle’s telegrams 
describing Polish bombing of open towns, the 
establishment of a “neutrality patrol” 
operating several hundred miles from the 
American coast coupled with the President's 
declaration that American territorial waters 
extended just as far as America’s interests 
required them to extend, the suggestion that 
if the American public sought information on 
the extent of belligerent rights they should 
study the demands made by the Northern 
Government during the Civil war, and finally, 
the summoning of a special session of Con- 
gress to revise the neutrality act. 

‘The main criticism that one can make 
‘against the Administration attitude on the 
neutrality act-is that it seeks to achieve its 
desired end by indirection. On the other 
hand if any other strategy were adopted it 
might not achieve its desired end at all. 


‘The assumption of the isolationists seems 
to be that the neutrality act should “neutra~ 
lize” the existence of the British navy. ‘The 
President has asked for the repeal of the 
farms embargo section and the re-enactment 
of the “cash and carry” clause. The isolation- 
ists object that owing to the existence of the 
British navy this would mean that the two 
Democratic powers could obtain supplies 
while Germany could not. This would be 
‘an unneutral act, might invite German re- 
prisals and drag America into the war. Why 
the export of arms should do this any’ more 
than the export of raw materials is not 
stated. A long debate 1s in prospect with 
its accompanying newspaper skirmishes, 
which will reflect little credit on many of 
those engaged but the final result, it is gener- 
ally thought, will be that the President will 
‘be granted the changes which he requests. 


‘The opposition to doing anything which 
might be remotely interpreted as helpful to 
the allies is not based on any friendship for 
Germany. ‘There might be something to be 
said in Justification if there were. There is 
nothing which can be said in favour of a 
Congressman who will hamstring a friend 
while protesting loudly that he wishes him 
all the luck and success in the world. Intel- 
Ieetual honesty, which has become so rare in 
the councils of’ the Totalitarian states, is un~ 
fortunately at a discount in Congress as well. 


‘There are also some Americans, it must 
bbe stated regretfully, who look upon the war 
as a heaven sent opportunity for cleaning 
up financially. Even a paper like the New 
York Herald Tribune, whose Editorial policy 
is as clear-sighted as one could wish, pub- 
lished the astounding headline on its 'finan- 
cial page, “Speculation and Peace called twin 
threats to U.S. Economy.” Business men, the 
article went on, had “acted to protect them- 
selves against either eventuality.”

Prices 
have already been raised in anticipation of

lines. ‘The chief thought of American sci 
men confronted with the humanitarian task 
of rescuing stranded Americans from Europe 
‘was {o go on strike for higher pay and war~ 
risk bonuses. 

‘As time passes the whole picture may 
change. Many Americans are already un- 
easy at some of the consequences of the 
“neutrality” mentality and fecl that their 
country has adopted a role which might be 
considered a trifle ignoble. The immediate 
effect of the war has been fear—fear that 
America might become involved. The long 
yange reaction may be a different type of 
fear,—fear that the American way of life for 
which England and France are fighting may 
































not survive the ordeal unless America lends 
her aid.

Vegetable Marrows 


Two Recipes 

Marrows ore plentiful this season, 
jand whilst the various methods of 
[cooking them as vegetables are well, 
known, many people find a dificulty 
jin picking or preserving them, Here 
fare two recipes which may bo help- 


ful, 
Plokled Marrow 


Peel = marrow, remove the seeds, 
and eut it into two-inch pleces, Boll 
‘suficiont vinegar to cover the m: 

row, adding to each quart of vinesar 
four ounces of ginger broken into 
ssmall pieces one and a half ounces 
of mustard, half “an ounce of tur- 
‘meric, six ‘chillies, and one clove of 
garlic’ finely chopped. Allow it to 
Simmer until some of the strength of 
the “flavouring ingredients is ex- 
tracted, add the marrow, cook gently 
for about ten minutes, and then turn 
into'a large basin, When cold lift 
the pieces of marrow carefully into 
jars, pour in the vinegar, and cover 
closely, ‘The pickle will be ready in 
2 fortnight and should be stored in 
ja cool dry atmosphere, 








Marrow Preserve 
Peel a marrow and cut it into 
cubes the size of lumps of sugar. To 
fevery pound of fruit allow a pound 
fof preserving sugar, a quarter of an 
ounce of whole ginger, and the juice 
fend rind of half a lemon, Pui the 
‘marrow cubes into a preserving pan, 
cover with cold water, and leave for 
twelve hours, then add the sugar and 
eave till the following day, ‘Then 
add the lemon juice, the’ grated 
Temon rind, and the ginger cut into 
‘small. pieces, Boil gently over a 
‘Slow heat til the cubes are almost 
lear and the syrup is very thick.
